Captain Boyton threw on his India 


rubber air tight suit, and. inflated tho 
air chambers; in his air tight sack he 
placed t'uod for three dajs, 8 compass a 
bull's eye lantern, some books (just to 
beguile the time on the water), some 
signal rockets, and a United States flag 
In his inside pocket he placed a mail 
which the passengers had given him to 
post, he strapped his bowie knife and 
his ai te his side, and grasping his 
paddle, was lowered into the water, 
•amid the cheers of the passengers, at 
half past nine o'clock p. m 


It was a wild dark night, he was 


close to the Fastnet rock, with. Cape 
Clear three miles from him, and Bulu 
more, toward which he intended to 
make, was in a direct line seven miles 
away. 
He lay on his back paddling 


vigorously, and now the lights of the 
VDSsel were lost in the night. 
_ In 
a 


quarter of an hour more his spiut al- 
most quailed, when tossed high on the 
crest of a wave, he oou'd no longer see 
the coast line or any lights 
The wind 


blew, the rain poured down, and tho 
tide set dead against him 


He w*s drifting out to sea, and, to 


add to tbe awful loneliness of his situa- 
tion, and to increase the dreadful peril, 
a violent gale commenced 
That night 


for many hours no mail boat crossed 
the Irish channel, and great destruc- 
tion was done on the coast. And through 
these awful hours 6f darkness this man 
was tossed about at the mercy of the 
waves, sbme nfWen miles from land. 
The wibd was so violent that ho had to 
give over paddling, and with one hand 
to shade his face (the only part of his 
body exposed) from the cutting blast. 
Once his paddle was wrenched away by 
a heavy sea, but it fortunately came in- 
to his hand again. For several seconds 
a wave would completely submerge him, 
then he would shoot on to the crest 
and take breath before ho again was 
hurled down a sloping mass of water 
which seemed one hundred feet to the 
bottom. As a result of this tossing he 
became seasick, a thing, he says, which 
never had happened to him before. His 
indomitable spirit, however, conquered 
everything, and about 1 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning he perceived ho was 
near breakers, and the rock-bound coast 
west of Skibberecn loomed up before 
him. His danger now was not less than 
it was during the height of the gale, 
for as a wave would take him almost on 
a level with the cliff-tops, he could dis- 
cern nothing but a threatening wall of 
rock. He made big way along parallel 
to the coast, and fortunately lighted1 
upon almost the only safe landing place 
for miles round 
He saw an opening 


in the cliffs, and propelled himself cau- 
tiously toward it. While hesitatingly 
examining the entrance a heavy sea 
struck him, carrying him on , another 
and another followed in •quick success- 
ion, and, in an almost senseless stale, 
he was hurled high and dry upon the 
beach. It was then 4 o'clock in the 
morning, and he had been nearly seven 
hours on the water, traversing a dis 
tance of forty miles. 
The apparatus 


had behaved admirably, and having di- 
vested himself of it, he stood quite dry 
in his navy uniform, which-he wore be 
Death. That having been done, he let 
off one of his signal rockets without ef- 
fect. It showed him. a narrow path in 
the rocks. 


Up this he clambered, and got on to 


a mountain road, which brought him to 
the coast guard station. 
He was hos- 


pitably received there, and discovere4 
that the place be had lauded at was 
Tretaska Bight, some miles east and 
south of Baltimore. During the morn- 
ing he reached Skibbereen and posted 
the letters entrusted to him, and arriv- 
ed at Cork on Wednesday night, where 
he is now the hero of the hour.

THE venerable Peter Cooper, of New 


Yori, has published a letter on the fi- 
i'naneial situation, in which, after dis- 
cussing our present evils and their ori- 
gin, be passes to speak of the remedy. 
Under this head he baa the following 
wise and timely remarks: 


"There is nothing that will revive the 


fallen prosperity of our country and en- 
able people to pay their city, town and 
aational debts but a wisely and well-ar- 
ranged revenue tariff. It is the only 
means that will enable us to pay the 
nation's debts. This was made clear 
by events that took place in our own 
country between the year 1834 and tbe 
year 1842, when our tariff, which 
had just paid off our old national debt, 
was then repealed. By this repeal our 
mills were stopped, as they now are ; 
our furnaces closed ; lands fell to half 
price ; tho Sheriff was at work ; States 
repudiated th'cir defcts; the United 
States was unable to borrow money at 
home or abroad.and bankrupt laws were 
passed bv Congress. The tariff system 
was again tried in 1842,and in less than 
five years the production of our country 
in iron alone arose from 2,000 to 8,000 
tons; prosperity became universal, and 
the public revenues greater than ever. 
In 1846 the free trade policy was again 
tried by repealing '-the tariff, and, not 
withstanding tbe enormous amount of 
gold found in California, money was as 
high an ever ; iron came in and gold 
went out. In 1857 the culmination was 
reached, and a crisis of ruin came on, 
when tho treasury was nearly bankrupt. 
In three years immigration fell below 
the number that arrived twenty-eight 
years before. 
The results of tho two 


systems will be seen by the following 
tariffs of 1810, 1828 and. 1861, when 
labor was well paid, money plenty, and 
emigration great. We cannot too care- 
fully contrast tho prosperity that has 
uniformly followed the tariff policy of 
our country, in comparison with the 
frightful consequences of an approach 
to free trade.as they appeared in 1817 
1834, and 1857, whop labor was ill paid 
money scarce, immigration declining 
and bankrupts wore numbered by thou 
sands."
